‘JAPANESE NEWSPAPERS 
PUNISHED. 


. Fall Foul Of Consuls. 


There scqns to have beon of lato ynite 
an epidemic of collisiéins between Japanese 
‘Consular ‘authorities in’ China and the local 
press, says tho “Japan: Mail.” Tho first 
newspaper, to suffer; was the ‘“Hokuyo 
" of Tientain, which was suppressed, 
Tho second. was the ‘Hoten I 
Mukdon’ which was- suspended ; and the 
third, the “Manchu. Ni 
chwang, which having beon suspended by 
tho Consnl put up its shuttors of its own 
accard, Tho two first of these threo 
journals were apparently, guilty of samo 
offence which justified their punish- 
Jmont for their fate has not hitherto 
excited much comment, but the caso of the 
third continues to be the causo of much 
public agitation. Tho whole question of 
The attitude of: Japanese Consuls towards 
thelr own nationals is? brought up for 
discussiun, and some very strong criticisms 
are uttered, but it is.plain that whether 
Mr Consu! Kubota bo right or wrong: 
thexo criticiams aro largely inspired by the 
proverbial journnlistié tendency to exaggo- 
rato every question heaving upon freedom 
of specel and pon: - If Tokyo newspapers 
aro rightly informed; nenrly all_ tho, 
Fapnneso journals published in Machuria’ 
are organs of either the Governor-General 
or some other powerful individual or 
association, Pre-eminent among tho fow in- 
dependent ones was the “Manchu Nippo,” 
and ita offence is nothing more or less tlian 
that it throw some light into places which 
intorestod partied would fain havo. kept 
dark. We shall doubtless be in a bettor 
position by and hye to form s just: judg- 
ment in this matter. Meanwhils itanny be 
reniatked os a ourious coincidendo that 
thexe journalistic mishaps in Manchuria 
have synchronized with a consular sentence 
agninst. an English journal - published 
in Seoul, and it is also instructive to 
not tht the strong tendencios of its 
British contempurariess in China and 
Jnpan haa been to sympathise with tho 
incriminated paper. But as to that tra 
things are yory observable, One is that 
tho paper itself has hitherto carefully re- 
frained from publishing tho text of the 
consular judgment; tho other that it 
professes to think that the cause of its 
mishap is the publication of honest reports 
about Jupaneso military discomfiture in the 
interior of tho country. ‘This is obvious 
porsifiage which bears more convincing 
testimony than any consular judgment 
could to the disingennousness of the con- 
demned editor.
